TRAGIC news is that today from Tupelo, Miss., where one 
1 of many tornadoes ranging across the South on an 
ominous week-end claimed the lives of 82 persons and dealt 
serious injury to hundreds more. Wires are dowh and distant 
relatives find it impossible for the moment to establish the 
fate of their families. All humanity holds a fellow feeling for 
them—for men are truly helpless before the tornado's wrath. 
The nature of a tornado is this : Storm* move across the country like 
banana rolling over a table—or so 


it was once explained to me by Clar- 
ence Byrns, editor of the Fort Smith 
Southwest American 
and a noted 


amateur meteorologist. 


whil° thc "*»«w"a" remains all in 


onc picce it is merely n violent wind 
and rain storm. The air is then actual- 
ly moving in a circular mnnner, just 
as a tornado moves, but there is no 
damage—because the air moves in 
one direction on the ground, while the 
opposite or return movement occurs 
thousands of feet in the air, and the 
suction force is nowhere near the 
forth. 


But occasionally one end of the 


"bannnn" is sliced off, and this whirl- 
ing piece of windstorm, just like a 
thin dime spinning on a table, finally 
falls fl«l on the ground. 


But its rotary motion continues— 


and now the suction point is on the 
ground, eating 
up 
everythnig • it 


touches, flcsponding to its own cen- 
triflgual force, the 
tornodo cloud 


bulges upward, leaving only thc nar- 
row cone-tip touching thc earth, and 
it skips along, now touching, now los- 
ing contact with the ground—a mon- 
ster of nature going full blast! 


Wherever that suction-point touches 


it sucka out the air, causing buildings 
to explode! 


Our buildings nre constructed to re- 


sist force from above and from the 
side—and are generally proof against 
rain and wind.

down from nbovo, it is easy to push ;il 
uprfrpm helojyr-flnd.tjjat's what a tor- 
nado doei;rit5:evac\Jites"-trie nir 'inside 
the building, causing the 'roof' to blow 
up. 


Man's impulse is his pwn worst 


enemy, when combating n tornado. 
Our impulse is to shut the house up 
tightly. 


In theory, at least, we ought to open 


all doors and windows, allowing the 
confined air to escape swiftly. 


That's thc theory, I say—but when 


a tornado rcaly comes along a man is 
usually thinking about cyclone-cellars, 
and not about the small matter of 
whether the house's windows ought to 
be open or shut.

O. E. Beck of Hughes, Crittcnden 
comity; F. W. Scott &f Hutlig, Union 
county, rind Max D. Miller of Marion- 
no, Lee county, wore nairicd n's a com- 
mittee to present the resolution to 
Governor Futrell.

\Fulr6ll declined 'to Commit himself on 
the proposition, merely Saying that ho 
would "Uike thc matter under consid- 
eration." 


Members of the committee said the 


governor knew nothing of the meeting 
until informed by them after it ad- 
journed and that while he appeared 
reluctant to enter the campaign for 
rcnomination, they hoped he would 
yield to importunities from, all sec- 
tions of the state and decide to con- 
tinue the program launched by his 
administration in 1933. 


J. C. Johnson, Crittcnden county 


judge, was chairman of the meeting. 
Nnmcs of other persons taking part 
in the meeting were not revealed, but 
it was sa'id that more than 50 members 
of the group made talks lauding the 
Futrell administration nnd discussing 
reasons why they believe the program 
.should not be interrupted.

New Federal Farm 
Payments Outlined 
for Hempstead Co. 


County .Agent Mountcastle 


Describes Soil Conser- 


vation Plan 


A D O U B L E SYSTEM 


To Pay Farmers for Cut- 
ting Dovvn Some Crops, 


Planting Others 


The first step a farmer must take 


U> participate in the new farm pro- 
gram is thi( establishment 
of base 


acreages through the filing of a work 
sheet, according to W. E. Mountcastle, 
county agent. The work sheet forms 
are being distributed among the farm- 
ers this week at community meetings 
which will be held 
throughout the 


county. 


Mr. Mountcastle attended the con- 


ference of all County Agents in Little 
Rock Wednesday and Thursday of 
last week, and received complete in- 
structions and details of the program 
and how it is to be administered. 


In outlining the new program, Mr. 


Mountcastle stated that cooperation 
will be purely voluntary, and _. will 
not be based on contract. County ex- 
tension agents and the county and 
community committees will be the 
source of information for the produc- 
ers wishing to participate. The pro- 
gram is to be administered by the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, the Extension Service. of each 
state, and siatc, county, and commun- 
ity committecmcn. Producers, through 
membership in the County Associa- 
tion, will have a voice in the admin- 
istration of the program. 


Two Types of Grants 


Two types of grants will be mndc to 


payments,- '. nnU ."' soit'-conscrving pay- 
ments: The soil-conserving payment 
will be made for diverting acreage 
from soil-depleting crops to soil-build- 
ing and soil-conserving crops. Sucli 
payment will be divided as follows: 
37V-> per cent will be paid the produc- 
er who : furnishes thc-lnnd; 12% per 
cent to the producer who furnishes 
the work stock and equopmcnt; and 
50 per cent to be divided among the 
producers who are parties to the lease 
or operating agreement in the pro- 
portion that the crop is divided. 


'Payment for diverting land planted 


(o soil-depicting crops will bo made 
on a maximum diverted acreage of 15 
per cent of the base acreage for all 
such crops except cotton, tobacco, pea- 
nuts, sugar cant> for sufinr, and rice. 
Payment will be made on u maximum 
diverted acreage in cotton of 35 per 
cent. 


Rates of payment for soil-depleting 


crops except cotton, tobacco, peanuts. 
sugar cane for sugar, and rice, will 
be based on average yields, but will 
not exceed iin average of $10.00 per 
acre for the entire country. The rate 
of payment on such crops will vary 
among states, counties, and individual 
farms on the productivity of the crop 
land used for these crops varies from 
the average productivity of all such 
crop land in the United Stales. 


Five cents a pound of the normal 


yield per acre of cotton for the farm 
will bo paid on diverted cotton acre- 
age. 


Ruilding the Soil 


Soil-building payments will be made 


to producers for planting soil-building 
crops or establishing 
certain 
.soil- 


building practices, and will be paid 
to the producer who incvirred the ex- 
pense with reference to the crops or 
practices. Where two or more produc- 
ers incur the expense, the soil-build- 
ing payment will be divided equally 
between them. 


No piiynicnt will be made for di- 


verting land planted to feed and feed 
crops unless the crops arc produced in 
excess of homo needs. 


The soil-building payments, at a 


rate not to exceed $2 per acre, will be 
paid to fanners for planting soil-build- 
ing crops or carrying out soil-build- 
in practices. This rate, which will be 
set by the state agricultural conserva- 
tion committee, will be subject to a 
regulation which states that the soil- 
building grant shall not be more than 
$1 an acre in soil.conserving and soil- 
building crops on the individual farm. 
The acreage of soil-conserving crops 
plus the acreage of soil-building crops- 
will set the limit of the payment made 
to the individual farm.

grants, Mr. 


Mountcastle stated that a farmer own- 
ing and operating a typical bottomland 
farm with 120 acres 
in, cultivation. 


having a base acreage of 60 acrt-s JD 
cotton, 30 acres in corn, and 10 acres 
in grain sorghum, assuming that his 
normal yield is 250 pounds of lint cot- 
ton per acre, would receive u total of

WASHINGTON—As distressing nnd 


devastating as was the recent great 
flood In the east probably nothing 
could have happened that fits In more 
perfectly with efforts now being made 
to launch the administration's new 
farm plan. 


As it hns soil conservation ns its 


basic principle, the tragedy afforded 
those cHnrged with putting the plan 
into operation opptrtunity 
to point 


with telling force at what can happen 
in the woke of soil erosion and denud- 
ed farm lands. 


One of the most striking things 


borught oyit in debate in senate and 
house on an agricultural program to 
take the place the invalidated . AAA 
was the skepticism nmong members 
of congress on the question of soil 
conservation. 


It was alternately ridiculed, held up 


ns merely a makeshift proposition to 
get around the supreme court's decis- 
ion on AAA, nnd assailed as a typical 
"brain trust" scheme. 


Administrators of the new farm pro- 


gram have lost no time in pointing to 
the disastrous flood in support, of their 
contention thnt soil conservation >is 
nmong the most Important problems 
facing the country tpchiy. And they 
nre being heard by n Inrgu nudlence. 


Snvcd CCC Cninps? 


The same flood, too, is being credited 


by many here as having n great deal 
to do with the decision ot President 
Roosevelt to rescind his recently is- 
sued executive order which would 
have closed many CCC camps on 
April 1. 


CCC officials estimate that in the 


neighborhood of 35,000 members of the 
corps were pressed into rescue and 
renovoUng_ work during the period of 
the flood. Many came from between 
200 and 250 of the 700 camps which 
would have been closed April. 1 by the 
President's order. 


Other factors enter into the Presi- 


dent's decision to resfincl his order, of 
course. A rebellion among members 
of the house who were insistent that 
the CCC camps be continued in their 
districts had its effect.' 


No one denies, however, that the 


work the CCC boys di dduring the 
period of the flood and the urgent 
need for their services In the task of 
rehabilitation had something 
to do 


with Mr. Roosevelt's decision.

A Typical Farm 


Further, Mr. Montcnstle gave the 


following example for a typical upland 
farm having 80 acres in cultivation, 
the base acreage being 35 acres in cot- 
Ion, 30 acres in corn, 4 acres in truck 
crops, and 5 acres in oats. The owner 
participating in the program might di- 
vert 10 acres in cotton, interplant 30 
acres of ,corjn,,und cowpeas, and follow 
his 5 acres in oats with lespedeza. Un- 
der such a plan the owner or operator 
would receive $90 for his co-operation 
in the program, that is 580 for divert- 
ing 10 acres of his cotton to soil con- 
serving crops at his normal cotton 
yield of 160 pounds of lint per acre, 
and $10 for a soil-building crop. 


Determination of the cotton base 


acreage and average yield of lint per 
acre will be essentially the same as 
that under the old commodity pro- 
grams, with! specific provision being 
made for those farms not covered by 
1935 cotton acreage reduction contracts. 


Sol-depleting crops 
include corn, 


cotton, Irish and sweet potatoes, com- 
mercial truck and canning crops, pea- 
nuts if harvested as nuts, grain and 
sweet sorghum, 
millets, 
and small 


grains harvested for grain or hay. 


Annual winter legumes, biennial le- 


gumes, 
summer 
legumes, 
peanuts 


when pastured, winter cover crops, 
perennial grasses, and forest trees are 
classed as soil-conserving and soil- 
building crops, depending upon how 
they are used oncl 
the 
method of 


planting. 


Vineyards, tree fruits, smnll fruits, 


nut trees, idle crop land, cultivated 
fallow land, wasteland, and woodland 
are grouped in a neutral classification, 
not to be counted in establishing bases.

er must file before making applica- 
tion for grant will be explained at the 
community meeting held this week.
